OTTAWA, Ont, June !2—Forced 
depreciation of Canadian currency 
ar a means of wea-hering the eco- 
nomic crisis was advocated in the 
house of commons Thursday, The 
Third Party group, through a sub- 
amendment to the budget motion, 
moved by Harry E, Spencer, U.¥.A. 
member for Battle River, sponsored 
the abandonment of the gold stan- 
dard and deflation of currency in 
an effort to raise commodity prices 
for the basic industries,

cure protection against the uncertainties 
of the coming winter, 

The danger of long delay is pointed out 
by one writer in these words, which will 
bear re-reading; “In the absence.of thor- 
ough investigation it is not impossible that 
the trend of public opinion will foree us 
along the path of legislative least resist- 
ance, faithful imitation of the British 
scheme, For a variety of reasons this 
would almost certainly be a grave mis- 
take. The prompt inauguration of a 
serious inquiry is urgently needed to pro- 
tect the country against such a contin- 
gency, as well as ‘to plan ways and means 
of defending the unemployed against such 
suffering and degradation as they have 
had to endure in recent months.”
